Association of Calgary reports

When it states that “a survey 
has revealed a very serious con- 
dition of the developed and 
developing cigarette habit 
among juvenile boys, and in 
eases including girls,” it is time 
that parents of school children 
took more than a passing in- 
terest in the matter. 

The association suggests that 
more time be devoted’ to in- 
struction during hygiene 
classes on the very ihjuriobs 
effort of tobacco on growing 
boys and girls and that public 
opinion be aroused against the 
illicit practice of selling cigar- 
ettes to juveniles. The city 
police have assured the associa- 
tion of their co-operation in 
this matter. 

More important still is the 
conclusion of the principals that 
it is ‘next to futile to attempt 
any betterment of the condi- 
tions without the sympathetic 
and concerted action of parents 
and teachers alike,” Surely no 
parent is unaware of the stulti- 
fying effect of tobaceo on 
youngsters, | Obvicusly the 
teacher cannot do the whole 
work of correction. Indeed it 
doubtful if the use of cigarettes 
by public school students is 
prevalent during school reeess 
periods, The habitis not con- 
tracted at school where super. 
vison is extremely careful, but 
in the student’s leisure hours. 
There is where the influence of 
the parent can be brought to 


parent's fault, The teachers are 
doing everything in their power 
to advance their pupile, morally 
mentallyand physically. Preven 
tion in this case, like charity,

Care and Culture of 
House Plante 


&xperimental Farms Note 


Our homes, especially during 
the winter months are much 
too hot and dry for most plants. 


1|High temperatures combined 


with too little sunshine, pro- 
duce weak, spindly growth and 
under such conditions flower- 
ing plants often drop their 
buds. As the home can only be 
modified toa very slight ex- 
tent plants must be chosen 
that can adjust themselves to 
environment. Many failures 
to grow plants successfully are 
due to: faulty drainage. care- 
less watering and insect injury. 

Soil—Sods_ and _ barnyard 
manure composted and allowed 
to rot. make splendid soil for 
plants. To this be added a 
small amoant of rotted leaves 
or other organic material, 
When potting ferns add a 
larger amount of leaf mould. 

Potting—The best time to 
shift house plants is in early 
spring, Plants rarely need re- 
potting during the winter 
months, Do hot over pot. 
Flowering plants need to be 
root-bound to flower freely. 
When potting make sure drain- 
age is provided. A piece of in- 
verted crock over the drainage 
hole with a small amount of 
broken crock, gravel or cinders 
is excellent. Cans or other 
utensils in place of pots are not 
recommended, but when used 
should have an outlet for wat- 
er at least a half in. in the bot- 
tom, When repotting it is well 
to remove a portion of the old 
soil and roots, Plants or cut- 
tings should be set firmly, care 
being tuken that the roots are 
not injured. When completed, 
the soil should he one-half inch 
below the pot rim. 

Watering— After potting, the 
plant should receive a liberal 
watering and then no water 
until needed. Blooming plants 
require more water than slow. 
er growing plants, such as 
paims. With little experience 
one can tell when plants really

Jardiniers—if properly used 
they are a source of added 
beauty to our plants, but or- 
dinarily cause great injury. 
This injury results from stag- 
nant water collecting in the 
bowl! causing what is termed 
“wet feet.” This may be over- 
come by placing a few inches of 
gravel or'an inverted saucer in 
the bottom for the pot to rest 
on.
